Oklahoma City, March ll.—Prac­ 
tically by a unanimous vote, Oklahoma 
Republicans attending the State dele­ 
gate convention here today instructed 
the four delegates at large to the Chi­ 
cago convention to support William H. 
Taft of Ohio, in the nomination of a 
candidate for the presidency. Dele­ 
gates from the five congressional dis­

their instruc­ 
tions at home, and as there is only one 
contested delegation not favorable to 
the secretary of war, it is safe to pre­ 
dict that the entire voting strength of 
Oklahoma will be found in the Taft 
column.

a condemnation of Gov. Haskell over 
the recent flag incident, and of the 
State 
legislature 
generally. Every 
indication pointed to thorough harmo­ 
ny.

Jones and Dennis Flynn of Oklahoma 
City, in the race for delegate at large, 
in which the latter was victorious, as 
per the agreement in caucuses of last 
night and today.

Guthrie, Ok., March ll.—H. L. Kin- 
cheloe, county clerk of Alfalfa county, 
appeared before the house this morn­ 
ing in custody of George Woods, as­ 
sistant 
sergeant at arms.. Speaker 
Murray announced the appearance of 
Kincheloe and asked him to stand up 
while the charge was read. 
He was 
charged with contempt, in that he had 
refused to obey the summons of the 
house to turn over the ballots, to ap­ 
pear and testify before the house sub­ 
committee on privileges and elections, 
and refused to obey citation to appear 
and show cause why he should not be 
punished for contempt. 
Kincheloe 
entered what was in efTect a plea of 
‘Not guilty,” and when asked by the 
speaker for a statement, said: 
“I cannot find anywhere in the law 
any thing that compels me to turn 
over the ballots to any one, except on 
the order of a district judge. 
I have 
read both the constitution and the law 
and can 
not find 
where 
‘Returns’ 
means ‘Ballots.’ 
I am willing to turn 
over the ballots on a sufficient show­ 
ing, but I am acting under legal ad­ 
vice and you will have to show me.” 
“Have you refused,” asked Mr. Van- 
deventer, “and do you still refuse to 
appear with the ballots 
before the 
committee 
on privileges 
and 
elec­ 
tions?” 
‘‘Yes, sir,” replied Kincheloe. 
He was then asked as to what time 
he desired to appear before the bar of 
the house and answer to the charge. 
He said he desired first to consult his 
attorneys. 
On motion of Judge Vandeventer, a 
committee of seven on procedure, the 
speaker to be one of them, was ap­ 
pointed. 
Mr. Woods, as assistant sergeant at 
arms, was directed to accompany the 
defendant anywhere he desired to go 
for the purpose of consulting attor­ 
neys, or other reasonable purposes. 
A continuance until tomorrow after­ 
noon was granted Kincheloe, because 
all the minority members of the house 
are attending the State convention at 
Oklahoma City. 
The senate today passed finally the 
following bills: 
By Senator Hatchets, providing for 
disposition of long and short terms 
for state senators; by Senator Conn, 
providing life imprisonment for per­ 
sons who carry dynamite or nitrogly­ 
cerine in committing 
burglary; 
by 
Senator Wynne, for distribution of the 
school land for colleges; by Represen­ 
tatives Lindsay, Swingle and Faulk­ 
ner, 
preventing spread 
of Johnson 
grass and Russian thistles; by Sena­ 
tor Murray, putting the initiative and 
referendum clause of the constitution 
into effect. 
The house refused to concur in the 
senate’s amendments to the Murray 
bill, and it went to a conference com­ 
mittee. 
In committee of the whole, the sen­ 
ate recommended the following bills 
for passage: 
By S|nator Billups, cre­ 
ating the office of tree warden; 
by 
Senator W. J. Johnson, returning to 
former saloon keepers all liquor li­ 
cense money unearned when state­ 
hood became effective; by Senator Lit­ 
tle, requiring one year’s residence in 
the State before filing suit for divorce. 
The house recommended for pas­ 
sage Representative Paschal’s bill pro­ 
viding for compulsory education for 
all persons of school age and a joint 
bill by Representative Ellis and T ill­ 
son, defining the powers and duties 
of the commission of charities and cor­ 
rections. It was amended so that the 
commissioner may visit and inspect 
private as well public hospitals and 
retreats. 
Representative Norvell’s bill pro­ 
viding for the continuance of all court 
cases wherein members of the legis­ 
lature are attorneys was on motion by

My average yield 
of oata was 35 bushels to the acre, 
and of wheat 45 bushels. The value 
to me was 135 per acre." 


J. F. Haycock, of Magrath, writes 


In November: "I had 65 acres in win- 
ter wheat, which went 60 bushels to 
the acre; oata averaged 80 bushels. I 
•too had M tons of hay worth »10 
per ton. I got 600 bushels of pota- 
toes from three acres of land; I got 
flight tons per acre from fire acres of

Man's Contest with Nature. 


The greatest of Inventions is meas- 


ured not by their Ingenuity, nor by the 
fortunes they make for their origina- 
tors, or others, for that is a small 
matter, but by the service which they 
render the public and by their influ- 
ence on civilization. If inventions are 
to be measured by their effects by far 
the greatest in the history of the world 
was the Invention of the steam engine. 
In 1769, the same year in which the 
duke of Wellington and Napoleon 
Bonaparte were born, James Watt pro- 
duced his steam engine, which was 
destined to exert more influence in 
shaping the world's future than both 
of these great captains put together.
